Deer mouse, white-footed mouse, flying squirrel, Eastern chimpmunk. Red- 
backed vole, and Northern short-tailed shrew. 


4. Small, wild mammals were live-trapped in a study to evaluation populations of these 
animals at the University of Notre Dame Environmental Research Center (UNDERC). 
Specie was documented and most animals were weighed, then released. While traps 
were checked frequently, a few animals were found dead in the traps. Though we do 
not know if these animals were weak due to pre-existing illness, we are counting them 
as Category E animals. 


5. Efforts were made to check the traps at a frequency that assured animals would not 
remain in the trap for more than a few hours. For the majority (96%) of trapped animals, 
they were healthy when found and subsequently released. However, a small percentage 
(4%) were found dead in the trap. Constant monitoring of the taps would create activity 
that would frighten animals from the trap and thereby render the study meaningless. 

We believe that the small percentage of animals found dead in the traps may have had 
pre-existing illness that resulted in their demise.
